Events  In  the  Life  of  John  Wesley. 

J(ihn  AVesley  was  born  at  Epworth  Rectory,  June  17th,  1703. 

He  entered  Oxford  University  a  week  after  his  seventeenth  birth- 
day, June,  1720. 

He  was  ordained  as  a  deacon  in  the  Cliurch  of  England  by  Bishop 
Potter  in  1  725. 

He  was  unanimously  elected  Fillow  of  Uincoln  College  in  1726. 

'i"he  Holy  Club  of  Oxford  was  organized  in  1729. 

He  sailed  for  (leorgia  Octol)er  21,  1735,  and  returned  to  l''ngland 
in  I  738. 

John  \Vesley  was  converted  Sunday  evening,  May  24,  1738. 

'I'he  first  Love-feast  was  held  at  Letter  Lane,   London,  January   i, 

1739- 

The  first  Methodist  Society  was  organized  at  the  Foundery  in  Lon- 
don, July  20,  I  740. 

The  first  Wesleyan  (Conference  was  held  January  5,  1744.  seven 
ministers  being  present. 

John  Wesley "s  original  prose  works  comprise  fourteen  closely 
])rinted  volumes  ;  his  commentaries,  compilations,  and  abridgments 
form  a  list  of  one  hundred  and  nineteen  pul)lications  in  ])rose,  one  of 
which,  entitled  "  A  Christian  Library,"  contains  fifty  volumes.  Besides 
these  prose  works,  he  published  fifty-two  separate  works  in  poetry,  the 
joint^Droductions  of  himself  and  his  brother  Charles  ;  and,  lastly,  five 
publications  in  music,  and  collections  of  tunes. 

His  industry  and  activity  never  were,  never  can  be,  exceeded.  It 
is  estimated  that  during  the  fifty  years  of  his  itinerant  ministry  he 
travelled  over  a  quarter  of  a  million  miles,  and  preached  more  than 
forty-two  thousand  sermons.
